As Mr. Forster is the solution of 
m any a W hite House problem, when 
th e president iii the course of his morn­ 
ing's work desires to know why a cer­ 
tain api»ointmetit was made, who rec­ 
ommended it. w hat will happen if an 
Incumbent is not re u p ain ted , his hand 
Instinctively moves toward the well 
worn push button. 
Mr. Forster is af 
his side iii five seconds. 
Usually he 
supplies the information without leav­ 
ing the room; if not. lie knows when* 
to get it. 
T he public knows about the secretary 
to the president. 
Fader Mr. Lamont 
Mr. Forte >oii. Mr. Loeb and Mr. Hilled 
this office has come to he as im|»ortant 
as a cabinet portfolio. 
Hut outside of 
W ashington little is known of tile other 
mem liers of the W hite House staff 
headed by Mr. Forster.

in the dism al hours when the A tlantic 
ham m ered th*1 Turrialba and did its 
best to sm ash her— wept and had a 
difficult tim e to find their pocket hand­ 
kerchiefs with gloved fingers. 
And 
the tiny Maxi me Mutznor. the pct of 
the Tiirrialbans and the three-year-old 
heroin* of th** storm , leaned from the 
arm s cf old Tom, her m other’s Kcua- 
dorinn st rvant and ri lled: 
“Hello, 
oh. Ii. co! I'm awfully glad to see you 
people.** 
So the 
Seneca was a very real 
Christm as ship when she came into 
port last night with the people who 
had gone through, on all nights of the 
world—C hristm as eve—a fearful ex­ 
perience.

o o d r o w w i l s o n has t>eeu 
schooling 
himself, 
perhaps 
unconsciously, but neverthe­ 
less carefully and studiously, 
for forty years for the exalted office he 
will assume on March 4 next. 
There has never be**n a closer stu­ 
dent of American political affairs since 
Hamilton and Madison, There is noth­ 
ing about congress or the W hite House 
that will take him greatly by surprise. 
At the age of twenty-nine he had w rit­ 
ten a college thesis that showed him to 
be even at that time one of the keen­ 
est a n a ly sts of our national legisla­ 
ture we ever had. 
And In later years 
he turned bis sharp scrutiny upon th** 
W hite House and wrote the most in­ 
form ing and illum inating treatises on 
the powers and limitations o f the pres­ 
ident that have ever been published. 
Aside from these special investiga­ 
tions his whole life has been a long 
and exhaustive study of the Americau 
1 people in their social and political re­ 
lations, as indeed were those of his 
forebears befop** him. 


Grandfather Born In Ireland. 


Ills grandfather. Jam es Wilson, was 
born 
in 
Ireland. 
II** em igrated 
to 
America about a century ago aud set­ 
tled in Philadelphia, which city was 
the capital of the United States at that 
time. One of the hauling Philadelphia 
papers of that period was the Aurora. 
Thom as 
Jefferson’s 
personal 
organ. 
Jam es Wilson, being a printer, obtain* 
od em ploym ent on the Aurora*, also, 
being a bani working, thrifty man, he 
acquired ow nership of the palier and 
became 
intim ately 
acquainted 
with 
Jefferson. 
, 
But th** rapidly growing w est began 
to cast its spell over Jam es Wilson, 
and accordingly in 1.N20 or thereabouts 
he moved to Steubenville, ().. w here he 
founded the W estern Herald. He soon 
became a power in tin* Democratic 
party in Ohio and was known through­ 
out th** state as “Judge" Wilson. 
• 
It was bore amid tiles** surroundings 
of bardy and vigorous pioneer life that 
Joseph Ii 
Wilson., the fath er of the 
president elect, was Iwirn and grew to 
manhood. 
Joseph Ii. Wilson began bis career as 
a teacher, first in an academy, then in 
Jefferson college, then in Hampden* 
Sydney college 
His natural taste. 
however, was for tin* m inistry, and a ft­ 
er careful preparation lie stepped into 
the Presbyterian pulpit. 
About this 
tim** tie m arried Jan e t W oodrow.daugh- 
ter of i l*resbyterian m inister at Chil­ 
licothe. O 
Sh** was [midi in Carlisle, 
England, but ber father cam s to Amer­ 
ica when she v a t but a few years old. 


Was Christmas Gift.

Woodrow Wilson was l**>rn in Staun­ 
ton, 
Va., iii I STKL during C hristm as 
week. 
He will Is* the eighth occupant 
of the White House from the Old Do­ 
minion.

About two years after Woodrow Wil­ 
son’s birth bis father accepted a eau 
to the imstorate of the Presbyterian 
church of Augusta. Ga., and remained 
as its pastor throughout the civil war. 
in the am uinn of 1870 the Wilsons 
moved to Columbia, s. C„ and three 
years later Woodrow, who was then 
seventeen, began bls scholastic career 
at Davidson <-ol!<*ge 
About the only 
record young Wilson seems to have 
made at Davidson was Hie ability to 
dress, cross tin* cam pus and get into 
his neat at chapel quicker than any ©ne 
else. 
Ile Ss said to have ac<*omplislied 
th** feat on -evert;! occasions before 
the chape! bell stopped ringing. 
He is remembered at Davidson as a 
pleasant 
mannered, engaging young 
man who did not seem to be very 
much Interested in out of door sports, 
which at th at time consisted of base­ 
ball and shinny. 
H e did play base­ 
ball on the college nine for a time. 
There is a tradition which has it that 
on on** occasion the captain of the 
team , incom ing vexed over Wilson’s 
listless m anner of play during a hotly 
contested game. said:

Enters Princeton. 


Wilson was at Davidson but one 
The following year he re ma I net! 
the elder Wilson in the mean* 
j time baring moved to Wilmington, 
j 
In September. 1875, Woodrow Wilson 
entered the freshman class at Prince­ 
ton 
There were 133 young men in the 
class, 
lie had not been at Princeton 
long before he found out Just what he 
wanted to do—and that thing was to 
be a public man: to devote bis life to 
the service of his country. 
Tiffs determination came 
with 
a 
thrill upon reeding in an English mag­ 
azine a scries of articles in an English 
parliament, presenting in graphic lan­ 
guage the dramatic scenes enacted In 
the British legislature, 
Ile never for 
got the picture. 
He hunted up every­ 
thing In the library lie could find bear­ 
ing upon this subject and devoured it. 
and from that day to this has never 
wavered in his determination to play 
an active part in the stirring scenes on 
his country's political stage. 


Prepares For Public Life, 


Mr. Wilson I»egnii his preparation at 
once. 
He subordinated his regular col­ 
lege work to the task of fitting himself 
for public life. 
He devoted all bis energy and every 
faculty be possessed to the furnishing 
and the training of his mind to the end 
that be might be an authority on gov­ 
ernment and the history of govern-

No man ever subjected himself to j 
sterner 
discipline

first taught himself to w rite short­ 
hand in order th at he m ight m ake rap­ 
id digests of w hat he read and heard. 
Ile also practiced composition assid­ 
uously and extem poraneous speaking 
that lie might lie skilled and ready in 
offhand debate. 
In those days he was not rem arka­ 
bly ready in extem pore speaking. 
To­ 
day he is w ithout a peer in the nation 
in the art. 
During the first year at Princeton 
Wilson joined Whig Hall, the literary 
debating society founded by Jam es M. 
Adisou, who also wrote its constitution. 
Its rival society a t Princeton was 
Cliff Hail, and the annual Lynde de­ 
bate, an extem poraneous discussion, 
the subject co tie given to the debaters 
a few m inutes before the debate was 
to begin, was the biggest thing in a 
literary way a t the college. 
Young 
Wilson very soon established himself 
as th e lending spirit of the W hig Hall j 
society and was easily its l>est debat- j 
er. 
To win this annual debate, iii , 
which three representatives from each 
of the two halls participated, was the j 
thing th a t Wilson most coveted. Each 
hall selected its debaters by a preliini- * 
nary contest withiu its own society, 
also an extemporaneous affair. 


Took Sides by Lot. 


On the eveuing of the preliminary 
coutest the subject was “Protection 
Versus Free Trade.” 
The debaters 
took sides by lot. 
Wilson drew “pro­ 
tection” side from the hat, tore up the 
slip and returned to his seat. 
He said 
nothing under heaven could induce 
him to advance argum ents for a thing 
in which lie didn’t believe. The Lynde 
prize, therefore, went to some one else. 
Wilson did not shine w ith any great 
effulgence in his regular college course. 
Ile stood forty-first in a class of 122. 
This was the fam ous class of ’79, one 
of its members being Mabton C. Pitney 
of the supreme court bench. 
About this time his natural aptitude 
for leadership began to crop out, and 
lief*>re bis first year w as over he was 
universally recognized at Princeton as 
the leading freshm an and one of the 
m aster spirits of the entire student 
body. 
He later became m anaging edi 
tor of the Princeton inn. 
While a t Princeton he wrote a search­ 
ing artic!** on congress which at once 
stam ped him as a youth of extraordi 
nary caliber. 
This article was pub­ 
lished In the International Review, and 
in it th e young Princetoniau pointed 
out that most of the legislative busi 
ness of the nation w as carried on bf 
small com m ittees behind closed doors. 
This was the first time Hie m atter had 
ever been brought home to the people 
of the country, and it started them to 
thinking. 


Advocated Open Work. 


Wilson made the point th at the na 
tIon's business ought to be done in the 
open, ought to he thrashed out iii pub­ 
lic discussion. 
Even a t that early day 
he lift***! up his voice against secrecy. 
He declared that w as the atm osphere 
in which evil and corruption flourished 
aud that the only remedy was pub 
Hefty. 
A fter leaving Princeton Woodrow 
Wilson w ent to the University of Vir­ 
ginia. that great institution of liberal 
learning founded by Thom as Jefferson. 
Ile silent a year there studying in the 
law departm ent. 
At the University of Virginia Wilson 
was als*) a leader. 
Ile took a more 
active interest in sports; joined the 
glee d u b ; he organized a debating so­ 
ciety ami easily won both the w riter s 
and the orator’s prizes. 
Here also he 
acquired the reputation o f beluga great 
joker, 
lie composed nonsense rimes 
and limericks with wonderful facility. 
In this love for wholesome nonsense 
ami his keen, dry humor Mr. Wilson is 
very much like Lincoln 
He further 
resem bles the great liberator iii his 
perfect simplicity and his democracy. 
Young Wilson had taken up the study 
of the law, recognizing it as the most 
direct avenue leading to a public life. 
As soon as lie bad completed his stud­ 
ies at Charlottesville lie w ent to At­ 
lanta to launch his legal career, 
lie 
joined partnership with a young man 
who also had ju st completed his col­ 
lege work. 
Renick was his name, and 
the shingle of Renick & Wilson was 
sw ung o u t 


Many Young Lawyers. 


But the young men were strangers 
in 
A tlanta. 
Moreover, 
there 
were 
many lawyers there, and, moreover 
again, nearly every one had a relative 
practicing law. 
And so he found tim e 
to elaborate the article he had w ritten 
while at Princeton into a book. 
But 
he w as unable to find in A tlanta the 
facilities he needed to complete the 
volume, so in the autum n of 1S83 he 
entered Johns Hopkins university and 
took up a course in history aud po­ 
litical economy. 
In m aking his investigations Wilson 
desired nothing but the facts. 
His re­ 
searches were prodigious, aud Ambas­ 
sador James Bryce found him of great 
assistance while he was compiling his 
•'American Commonwealth.” 
The re­ 
sult of Wilson’s two years’ work at 
Baltimore was his book. “Congression­ 
al Government—A Study of the Gov­ 
ernment by Committee.” 
It was the first account ever given 


of the way Americans actually do gov­ 
ern themselves. 
The book met with instant success 
It w as a t once recognized as a final, 
standard work, and is so recognized to­ 
day. 
A fter receiving his degree at Johns 
Hopkins Dr. Wilson was called to a 
professorship in the new college for 
women at Bryn Mawr. 


Weds Ellen Axson, 
However, he took advantage of his 
vacation that sum m er to journey to 
Savannah, Ga., and m arry Miss Ellen 
Louise Axson, the daughter of a long 
line of Georgia clergymen. 
The next 
three years Dr. Wilson remained at 
Bryn M awr teaching history and po­ 
litical economy. 
But he spent the two 
years following at W esleyan univer­ 
sity at Middletown, Conn., teaching the 
sam e subjects. 
During his stay at W esleyan Dr. 
Wilson published another book, “Th** 
State," in which again was revealed 
th at amazing grasp on governmental 
affairs and tin* history of all govern­ 
ments from tile very beginning. 
The trustees of Princeton, finding 
the chair of jurisprudence and politics 
vacant in the autum n of I STN I. at once 
turned to the now distinguished alum ­ 
nus of Old Nassau and offered him the 
chair. He accepted with pride and joy. 
For the next twelve years, 1890 I** 
1902, Dr. Wilson lectured to his (‘las­ 
es at Prim eton. worked on his history. 
“A Hi.-tory of the American People." 
and added daily to his reputation a* 
home and abroad. 
Princeton had nev­ 
er before seen anything like his classes. 
His lectures were so popular that near­ 
ly every student wanted to take his 
coiirs*-. 
It was a daily occurrence for 
the i tem bern of his class to rise to 
their feet at the conclusion of his lec­ 
ture iud cheer him to the echo until 
he passed out of hearing. 


Elected at Princeton. 
In ID >2 Dr. Wilson w as elected pres­ 
ident of Princeton. 
A change was 
needed in flu* adm inistrative affairs of 
the (.Diversity, and the trustees recog - 
idled Dr. Wilson as the man to effect 
them. But he had hardly assum ed hi- 
new office liefore he found him self 
confronted with a trying situation. 
Princeton has l>een called a country 
cliff) for rich m en’s sons. 
However 
much or tit*Ie it deserves this appella­ 
tion, the fact remains that it posses so- 
more exclusive clubs than any other 
great institution in the country. There 
Is a whole street of them, and yet their 
total membe ship is confined to 350. 
These clubs are composed exclusive!} 
of the tw o imper classmen. 
This caddish aristocracy, abhorrent 
to th*- American spirit and equally ate 
horrent to President Wilson, had flour­ 
ished at Princeton for years until th at 
institution w as little more than a loung­ 
ing place for the gilded sons of the 
rich. 
Dr. Wilson went in to chang* 
the whole thing. 
He proposed the es 
ta bushing of the students in quadrat) 
glos and “quads,” each one to In? com­ 
posed of a certain num ber of students 
from each r ass. together with precep­ 
tors. In other words, he tried to inject 
democratic -pipit into the university 
life. 
Immediate y he was denounced as a 
“leveler.” a “Socialist." a man who 
w anted to "m ake a gentlem an chum 
w ith a mucker.** 
At first the trustees 
had approve I the “quod" plan by vote. 
but when this storm of protest and 
abuse broke they were frightened int 
withdraw ing their approval. 
Then there was the long fight over 
the graduate college, in which instate ♦ 
a donor wanted t*> dictate to the tins 
tees how his money was to be used 
Dr. Wilson ct used the trust*-*** 
*» re­ 
fuse the donation, and then smother 
storm broke ever his head for daring 
to refuse money for Old Nassau. 


Efforts Went For Naught, 


But Iii- efforts went for naught. An 
oh! gradual* of Princeton died and 
left the college $3,900,000 for a grad­ 
uate college t i Is* built si way from the 
main buildings, just as th e other donor 
had wished, and because the man was 
dead his wishes had to he obeyed, and 
President Wilson w as defeated. 
But his splendid stand for democracy 
and work af Princeton was not over­ 
looked by the people of New Jersey, 
and so they * ailed him aw ay from the 
irksome affairs at the university to b*» 
their governor and thus launched him 
upon a political career which for bril­ 
liance ami rapidity of fine achieve­ 
m ent is unparalleled in this country.

“Chicken Factory” at Port O’Connor, 
Tex.— Heats Up and Cools Down. 


Milo Hastings, formerly poultr.vmau 
at the Kansas state experiment sta­ 
tion and who occupied a similar posi­ 
tion in the United States department 
of agriculture, has established a mil­ 
lion egg incubator at Port O’Connor, 
Tex. It Is the largest single unit chick-1 
en hatchery in the world. 
It neCoui-j 
mediates 150.000 eggs at one time or} 
l.Ooo.ooo eggs during the five months’ ! 
hab hing season. 
The I Ulm hatchery at Petaluma, Cal.. 
exceeds the Port O'Connor plant in 
capacity by 13,000 eggs. as it accommo­ 
dates 105.000. but the Bi Im plant con­ 
sists of many unit incubators aud is 
not a single incubator such as Mr. 
Hastings has installed. 
In his chicken 
factory he has adopted some novel 
ideas.

It has long been evident that an in- 
cubal r in which many layers of eggs 
are placed one above the other would 
be economical.

Indianapolis, Dec. 26.—The board of 
stat* 
charities and correct on. in a 
bulletin to be i sued s< on, will say, in 
a resume of conditions in the state in­ 
stitutions of Indiana; 
“The seventeen stair* institutions 
under the supervision of the board 
closed the fiscal year with 12.44S in­ 
mates enrolled and 
11,410 actually 
present. 
The average daily attend­ 
ance for the year was 11,262.84 in­ 
mates and 2,011.97 officers and em­ 
ployes. Compared with 1911 there was 
an increase of iii? in the number of 
inmates enrolled, 506 in the number 
present at the close of the year, 563.05 
in the aver;*ce number of officers and 
employ* s. 
The proportion of officers 
and employes to inmates is practically 
th** same as a year ago—one to every 
5.6 inmates In IOU, one to every 5.5 
Inmates in 1912. 
Altogether twelve 
institutions have more inmates than 
they had a year ago and five have few­ 
er. 
The latter are the Central and 
Northern hospitals for the insane, the 
soldiers' home, the school for the 
blind and the boys’ school.

are

institutions 
which have more than 1,000 inmates 
enrolled—the Central hospital for in­ 
sane at Indianapolis, 1,653; the South­ 
eastern hospital for insane at Madi­ 
son.

His telephone is constantly ringing 


as senators and representatives call or 
him fur all sorts of information. Some 
times senators and representatives, 
finding the president busy, are glad tc 
take tiie matter up with Mr. Forster 
who. in turn, brings it before the presi 
dent. 


The White House is a busy place, but 


nobody is more constantly "on the job" 
than Mr. Forster. He works quietly, 
but swiftly. 
His remarkable memory 


enables him to answer an inquiry 01 
dispose of a problem without having tc 
stop to search for facts and figures. 


Never ruffled, never rattled, his etii 


ciency is oil to the cogs and bearings or 
the executive machine. His appoint- 
ment as a clerk at the White House in 
1897 was due to Mr. Cortelyou's desire 
to reform the business methods of the 
White House offices. 


Knows Much About Affairs. 


His selection was nonpolitical, as was 


his promotion to the post of assistant 
secretary to the president in 1907 and 
his further advancement to the newly 
created office of executive clerk under 
Mr. Tart. 
From three presidents he 


has absorbed a large view of national 
affairs. 


And the question in Washington is. 


Who will succeed him? There are 
several newspaper men who have been 
discussed for the onerous place, but of 
course no one but President Elect Wil- 
gon knows upon whom the selection 
•will fall—that is. if he has already 
picked the man.

MENACE OF SEA 


The Turrialba's Passengers 


Reach Port Safely, 


THEY WERE A HAPPY LOT 


The Government Vessel Seneca Brings 


Into Port the Passengers and Stew- 
ards of the Fated Fruiterer Which Is 
Being Pounded by a Tempestuous 
Sea on the Rocks of the Brigantine 
Shoals. 


New York, Dec. 26.—Last evening 


the derelict destroyer Seneca made 
port with the passengers that the Sen- 
eca had rescued from the United Fruit 
line steamship Turrialba, which drove 
early on Tuesday morning into the 
clutch of one of the worst ship traps 
on the Atlantic coast, the shoals off 
Atlantic City. 


The seventy-five passengers 
and 


eighteen stewards that crowded the 
Seneca's deck were so happy when the 
cutter swung to her slip that they 
danced and sang out and shouted 
"Merry Christmas" at the deck hands 
who were groping for the Seneca's 
landing lines. 
Some of them—and 


these were women who had been very 
courageous on Tuesday and cheerful 
in the dismal hours when the Atlantic 
hammered the Turrialba and did its 
best to smash her—wept and had a 
difficult time to find their pocket hand- 
kerchiefs with gloved fingers. And 
the tiny Maxime Mutzner, the pet of 
the Turrialbans and the three-year-old 
heroine of the storm, leaned from the 
arms of old Tom, her mother's Ecua- 
dorian servant and trilled: 
"Hello, 


oh. lidio' I'm awfully glad to see you 
people.'1 


So the 
Seneca was a very real 


Christmas ship when she came into 
port last night with the people who 
had gone through, on all nights of the 
world—Christmas eve—a fearful ex- 
perience. 
They were all safe aud un- 


harmed. 
They had preserved their 


stateroom and hand baggage. 
Tlie 


terrors o!' the storm were dimming 
and t!>oy crowded 
on each othrr's 


heels to explain what a fine skipper 
Captain Lindsay of the Turrialba was, 
and how nice Captain Johnson cf the 
Seneca had been, and how bravely the 
Brigantine lifcsavers had dared the 
pounding seas, and, in fine, how splen- 
did the whole world was. 


They brought good news, also about 


Captain Lindsay and the officers and 
crew of the stranded fruit ship, which, 
when they took their last look at her, 
was rearing up and down in a sea lit- 
tered with bananas aud the flotsam of 
a jettisoned cargo. 
Captain Johnson 


of the Seneca said that the steamer 
had stood up well under the smash- 
ing seas and that there was a fair 
chance that she would be hauled off 
the shoal. 
The steamship, with her

OODKOW WILSON has been 


schooling himself, perhaps 
unconsciously, but neverthe- 
less carefully and studiously, 


for forty years for the exalted office he 
will assume on March 4 next. 


There has never been a closer stu- 


dent of American political affairs since 
Hamilton aud Madison. There is noth- 
ing about congress or the White House 
that will take him greatly by surprise. 
At the age of twenty-nine he had writ- 
ten a college thesis that showed him to 
be even at that time one of the keen- 
est analyists of our national legisla- 
ture we ever had. And in later years 
he turned his sharp scrutiny upon the 
White House and wrote the most in- 
forming aud illuminating treatises on 
the powers and limitations of the pres- 
ident that have ever been published. 


Aside from these special investiga- 


tions his whole life has been a long 
and exhaustive study of the American 
people in their social and political re- 
lations, as indeed were those of his 


j forebears before him. 


Grandfather Born In Ireland. 
His grandfather, James Wilson, was 


born in Ireland. 
He emigrated to 


America about a century ago and set- 
tled in Philadelphia, which city was 
the capital of the United States at that 
time. One of the leading Philadelphia 
papers of that period was the Aurora, 
Thomas Jetlersou's personal organ. 
James Wilson, being a printer, obtain- 
ed employment on the Aurora; also, 
being a hard working, thrifty man, he 
acquired ownership of the paper and 
became intimately acquainted with 
Jefferson. 


But the rapidly growing west began 


to cast its spell over James Wilson, 
and accordingly in 1S20 or thereabouts 
he moved to Steubenville, O.. where he 
founded the Western Herald. He soon 
became a power in the Democratic 
party in Ohio nnd was known through- 
out the state as "Judge" Wilson. 


It was here amid these surroundings 


of hardy nnd vigorous pioneer life that 
Joseph It. Wilson., the father of the 
president elect, was born and grew to 
manhood. 


Joseph It. Wilson began his career as 


a teacher, first In an academy, then in 
Jefferson college, then in Hnmpilen- 
Sydney college. 
Ili.s natural taste, 


however, wns for the ministry, and aft- 
er careful preparation he stepped into 
tbe Presbyterian pulpit. 
About this 


time lie married Janet Woodrow.daugh- 
ter of n Presbyterian minister at Cliil- 
licothe. O. She was born in Carlisle. 
England, but her father came to Amer- 
ica whcMi she was hut a few years old. 


Was Christinas Gift. 


Woodrow Wilson was born in Staun- 


ton, V.n.. in 
isr><>. during Christmas 


week. 
He will lie the eighth occupant 


of the White House from the Old Do- 
minion. 


About two years after Woodrow Wil- 


son's birth bis father accepted a call 
to the pastorate of the Presbyterian 
church of Augusta. Ga.. nnd remained 
as its pastor throughout the civil war. 


In the autumn of 1870 the Wilsons 


moved to Columbia. S. C., and three 
year's Inter Woodrow. who wns then 
seventeen, began his scholastic career 
at Davidson college. 
About the only 


record young Wilson seems to hare 
made at Davidson w:is the ability to 
dress, cross the campus and get into 
his sent nt chapel quicker than any one 
else. 
He is said to have accomplished 


the feat on several occasions before 
the chapel bell stopped ringing. 


He is remembered at Davidson as n 


pleasant mannered, engaging young

In September; 1875. Woodrow Wilson 


entered the freshman class at Prince- 
ton. There were 133 young men in the 
class. He had not been nt Princeton 
iong before he found out just what he 
wanted to do—and that thing was to 
be a public man; to devote his life to 
the service of his country. 


This determination came with a 


thrill upon reading in an English mag- 
azine a series of articles in an English 
parliament, presenting in graphic lan- 
guage the dramatic scenes enacted in 
the British legislature. He never for- 
got the picture. He hunted up every- 
thing in the library he could find bear- 
ing upon this subject and devoured it. 
and from that day to this has never 
wavered in his determination to play 
an active part in the stirring scenes on 
bis country's political stage. 


Prepares For Public life, 


Mr. Wilson began his preparation at 


once. He subordinated his regular col- 
lege work to tbe task of fitting himself 
for public life. 


He devoted all bis energy and every 


faculty be possessed to the furnishing 
and tbe training of his mind to the end 
that be might be an authority on COT- 
enment and tbe history of 


ment and be a leader in the affairs of 
his country. 


No man ever subjected himself to 


sterner discipline or worked more 
steadfastly toward a fixed goal. He 
first taught himself to write short- 
hand in order that be might make rap- 
id digests of what he read and beard. 
He also practiced composition assid- 
uously and extemporaneous speaking 
that he might be skilled and ready in 
offhand debate. 


In those days he was not remarka- 


bly ready in extempore speaking. To- 
day he is without a peer in the nation 
in the art. 


During the first year at Princeton 


Wilson joined Whig Hall, the literary 
debating society founded by James M. 
Adisou, who also wrote its constitution. 
Its rival society at Princeton was 
Cliff Hall, and the annual Lyude de- 
bate, an extemporaneous 
discussion, 


the subject to be given to the debaters 
a few minutes before the debate was 
to begin, was the biggest thing in a 
literary way at the college. 
Young 


Wilson very soon established himself 
as the lending spirit of the Whig Hall 
society nnd was easily its best debat- 
er. 
To win this annual debate, in 


which three representatives from eacb 
of the two halls participated, was the 
thing that Wilson most coveted. Each 
hall selected its debaters by a prelimi- j 
nary contest within its own society, 
also an extemporaneous affair. 


Took Sides by Lot. 


On the evening of the preliminary 


contest the subject was "Protection 
Versus Free Trade." 
The debaters 


took sides by lot. Wilson drew "pro- 
tection" side from the hat, tore up the 
slip and returned to his seat. He said 
nothing under heaven could induce 
him to advance arguments for a' thing 
in -which he didn't believe. The Lynde 
prize, therefore, went to some one else. 


Wilson did not shine with any great 


effulgence in his regular college course. 
He stood forty-first in a class of 122. 
This was the famous class of '79, one 
of its members being JInhlon C. Pitney 
of the supreme court bench. 


About this time his untur.il aptitude 


for leadership began to crop out, aud 
before his first year was over he was 
universally recognized at Princeton ns 
tlie lending freshman and one of the 
roaster spirits of the entire student 
body. He later became managing edi- 
tor of the Princetonian. 


While at Princeton he wrote n search- 


ing article on congress which at ouce 
stamped him as a youth of extraordi- 
nary caliber. 
This article was pub- 


lished in the .International Keview, and ! 
in it the young Priucetoniaii pointed 
out that most of the legislative biisi-1 
ness of the nation wns carried on by j 
small committees behind closed doors. I 
This was the first time the matter had j 
ever been brought home to th£ people 
of the country, and it started them to 
thinking. 


Advocated Open Work. 


Wilson made the point that the na- 


tion's business ought to be done in the 
open, ought to be thrashed out In pub- 
lic discussion. Even at that early day 
he lifted up his voice against secrecy. 
He declared that was the atmosphere 
in which evil and corruption flourished 
and that the only remedy was pub 
licity. 


After leaving Princeton Woodrow 


Wilson went to the University of Vir- 
ginia, that great Institution of liberal 
learning founded by Thomas Jefferson. 
He spent a year there studying in tbe 
law department. 


At the University of Virginia Wilson 


was also a leader. 
He took a more 


active interest in sports; joined the 
glee club; he organized a debating so- 
ciety nnd easily won both the writer's 
aud the orator's prizes. Here also he 
acquired the reputation of being a great 
joker. 
He composed nonsense rimes 


and limericks with wonderful facility. 


In this love for wholesome nonsense 


and his keen, dry humor Mr. Wilson is 
very much like Lincoln. 
He further 


resembles the great liberator in his 
perfect simplicity and his democracy. 


Young Wilson had taken up tbe study 


of the law, recognizing it as the most 
direct avenue leading to a public life. 
As soon as he had completed his stud- 
ies at Charlottesville he went to At- 
lanta to launch his legal career. He 
joined partnership with a young man 
who also had just completed his col- 
lege work. Renick was his name, and 
the shingle of Renick & Wilson was 
swung out 


Many Young Lawyers. 


But the-young men were strangers 


in Atlanta. Moreover, there 
were 


many lawyers there, and, moreover 
again, nearly every one bad a relative 
practicing law. And so be found time 
to elaborate the article he had written 
while at .Princeton into a book. But 
he was unable to find in Atlanta the 
facilities he needed to complete the 
volume, so in the autumn of 1SS3 he 
entered Johns Hopkins university and 
took up a course in history and po- 
litical economy. 


In making bis investigations Wilson 


desired nothing bat the facts. His re- 
searches -were prodigious, aud Ambas- 
sador James Bryce found him of great 
assistance while he was compiling his 
"American Commonwealth.'' The re- 
mit of Wilson's two years' work at 
Baltimore was bis book, "Congression- 
al Government—A .Study of the Gov- 
ernment by Committee." 


It was ths Bret account ever riven 


of the way Americans actually do gov- 
ern themselves. 


The book met with instant success. 


It was at once recognized as a final, 
standard work, aud is so recognized to- 
day. 


After receiving his degree at Johns 


Hopkins Dr. Wilson was called to a 
professorship in' the new college for 
women at Bryn Mawr. 


Weds Ellen Axson. 


However, he took advantage of his 


vacation that summer to journey to 
Savannah. Ga.. and marry Miss Ellen 
Louise Axson. the daughter of a long 
line of Georgia clergymen. The next 
three years Dr. Wilson remained at 
Bryn Mawr teaching history and po- 
litical economy. But he spent the two 
years following at "Wesleyan univer- 
sity at Middletuwn, Conn., teaching the 
same subjects. 


During his stay at Wesleyan Dr. 


Wilson published another book. "The 
State," in which again was revealed 
that amazing grasp on governmental 
affairs aud tlie history of all govern- 
ments from the very beginning. 


The trustees of Princeton, finding 


the chair of jurisprudence and politics 
vacant in the autumn ot 1S90, at once 
turnfed to the now distinguished alum- 
nus of Old Nassau and offered him the 
chair. He accepted with pride and joy. 


For the next twelve years. 1890 to 


1002, Dr. Wilson lectured to his class- 
es at Princeton, worked on his history, 
"A Hi.-tm-y of the American People," 
and lidded daily to his reputation a> 
borne and abroad. Princeton had nev- 
er before seen anything like his classes. 
His lectures were so popular that near- 
ly every student wanted to take his 
course. It was a daily occurrence for 
the Members of his class to rise to 
their feet at the conclusion of his lec- 
ture Ind cheer him,to the echo until 
he pi'-ssed out of hearing. 


Elected at Princeton. 


In 1002 Dr. Wilson was elected pres- 


ident of Princeton. 
A change was 


needed in the administrative affairs of 
the university. and the trustees recog- 
nize'? Dr. Wilson us the man to effect 
them. lint lie had hardly assumed his 
new otlice before he found himself 
confronted with a trying situation. 


Princeton has been called a country 


club for ricli men's sons. 
However 


much or little- it deserves this appella- 
tion, the fnct remains that it possesses 
more exclusive clubs than any other 
Erent institution in tlie country. There 
Is a whole street of them, and yet their 
total membership is confined to 350. 
These clubs ure composed exclusively 
of the two upper classmen. 


This caddUb aristocracy, abhorrent 


to the Amerenn spirit and equally ab- 
horrent to President Wilson, had nour- 
ished at Princeton for years until that 
institution was little more than a loung- 
ing place for tbe gilded sons of tbe 
rich. 
Dr. Wilson went in to change 


the whole thing. He proposed the es- 
tablishing of the students in quadran- 
gles and "quads," each one to be com- 
posed of a rartain number of students 
from each r'ass. together with precep- 
tors. In other words, he tried to inject 
democratic spirit into the university 
life. 


Imme<Vi:it'^y he was denounced as :> 


"leveler." a "Socialist." a man who 
wanted to "make a gentleman chum 
with a mucl.-er." At first the trustees 
had approve! the "quad" plan by vote. 
but when tills storm of protest and 
abuse broke they were frightened into 
withdrawing their approval. 


Then there wns the long fight over 


tbe graduate • ollege. in whicii instinct- 
a donor wanted to dictate to the trus- 
tees how his money was to iie used. 
Dr. Wilson cr.usetl the trustees to re- 
fuse the donation, and then another 
storm brokt> <>ver bis head for daring 
to refuse mo;ir>v for Old Nassau.

"Chicken Factory" at Port O'Connor, 
Tex.—Heats Up and Cools Down. 


Jlilo Hastings, formerly poultryuian 


nt the Kansas state experiment. sta- 
tion and who occupied u similar posi- 
tion in the United States department 
of agriculture, has established a mil- 
lion egg incubator at Port O'Connor, 
Tex. It is the largest single unit chiek- 
_en hatchery in the world. It accom- 
modates 130.000 eggs at one time or 
1,000.000 eggs during the five mouths' 
hatc-hing season. 


The liihii hatchery at I'etaluma, C'al..'_ 


exceeds the Port O'Connor plant in' 
capacity by lii.COO eggs, as it accoiumo-1 


dates HS.OUO. but the Bihn plant cou-j 
sists of many unit incubators and is 
not a single incubator such as Mr.' 
Hastings has installed. In his chicken ' 
factory he has adopted some novel 
ideas. • 
i 


It has long been evident that an in-' 


cubutor in which many layers of eggs 
are placed one above the other would 
be economical. A number of early ex- 
perimenters tried to construct such 
plants, but found the warm air rose to 
the top and the cold air settled at the 
bottom. 


While poultryman at the Kansas ex- 


periment station in 1903 Mr. Hastings j 
first conceived the idea of overcoming 
this unevenness of temperature in a 
large hatching room by blowing air of 
known 
temperature and 
humidity 


through the hatching chamber. 
In 


1908. while in the employ of the de-' 
partment of agriculture, he conduct- 
ed investigations of the evaporation of 
eggs in cold storage.

Valuable Cold Storage Wisdom. 
j 


The coin storage engineer must main- 


tain an even temperature regardless of 
the weathor outside. He must keep all 
parts of the room at an even tempera-' 
ture or the colder eggs will be frozen, i 
He must m.iintain a given .tite of evap-' 
oration. Except that it is a different 
point on the thermometer scale, these 
are the same problems met in incuba-'j 
tion. and the cold storage man had' 
solved them. 


The application of these same princi- 


ples seemed easy to Mr. Hastings. He- 
signing from tbe government service.' 
he tried to secure financial backing, i 
But the incubator manufacturers were 
not interested. 


Finally, in the latter part of 1910, a 


small plant was constructed on the Da-1 
vis poultry farm in Brooklyn !\ud the 
idea fully demonstrated. This plant • 
-.vas not opened to the public. 
The 


summer following Mr. Hastings went 
>n eastern Oklahoma. 


At Muskogee a hatchery was con- 


structed holding 30,000 eggs. This ma- 
chine was filled by March 1. The sea- 
son was severe, and the hatches were 
disappointing to many customers. 


Excels All Previous Efforts. 


From Muskogee Mr. Hastings went 


tn Petalnma. Cal.. and then to Texas 
and located at Port O'Connor. With 
more experience and more funds lie 
excelled his previous efforts. 


Perhaps the most striking feature of 


this plant is tbo fact that all the eggs, 
together with the rooms for candling, 
packing and all engines, fans anil equip- 
ment, occupy but a single floor 10 by (10 
feet. 


Furnished with common incubators 


such room would turn out about the 
same number of chicks in three weeks 
that Mr. Hastings' plant can in a single- 
day. 


Power is supplied by gasoline engines 


provided in duplicate to guard against 
accidental breakdown. The machine is 
also heated with gasoline. When the 
building is once thoroughly warmed 
and full of eggs at the various stages 
of incubation the plant requires no heat 
at nil, but only to be cooled to the 
proper degree to keep the temperature 
from falling below the incubating point.

Report of the Board of State 


Charities, 


AN INCREASE OVER LAST YEAR 


In the Seventeen Institutions of State 


Under the Supervision of the Chari- 
ties and Correction Board, There 
Has Been an Increase of 647 Inmatsa 
Over the Number Reported During 
the Previous Fiscal Year. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 2C.—The board of 


state charities and correction, in a 
bulletin to be issued soon, will say, in 
a resume of conditions in the state in- 
stitutions of Indiana: 


"The seventeen state institutions 


under the supervision of the board 
closed the fiscal year with -12.44S in- 
mates enrolled and 11,410 actually 
present. 
The average daily attend- 


ance for tho year was 11,262.84 in- 
mates and 2.011.97 officers and em- 
ployes. Compared with 1911 there was ' 
an increase of G47 in the number ot 
inmates enrolled, 506 in the number 
present at the close of the year, 563.05 
in the averr.se number of officers and 
employes. The proportion of officers 
and employes to inmates is practically 
the same as a year ago—one to every 
5.6 inmates in 1911, one to every 5.5 
inmates in 1912. 
Altogether twelve 


institutions have more inmates than 
they had a year ago and five have few- 
er. The latter are the Central and 
Northern hospitals for the insane, the 
soldiers' home, the school for tho 
blind and the boys' school. 


"There are now six institutions 


which have more than 1,000 inmates 
enrolled—the Central hospital for in- 
sane at Indianapolis, 1,653; the South- 
eastern hospital for insane at Madi- 
son. 1,046; the soldiers' home at La- 
fayette. 1,377; the school for feeble- 
minded youth at Fort Wayne, 1,249; 
the state prison at Michigan City, 1.- 
156; the reformatory at Jeffersonville, 
1,090. Others which approached that 
number are the Northern hospital for 
insane at I.ogansport, 994; the Eastern 
hospital for insane at Richmond, 849; 
the Southern hospital for insane at 
Evansville. S3G. 


"Close to the 500 mark are the sol- 


diers' and sailors' orphans' home at 
Knightstown, 45S: the school for the 
deaf at Indianapolis, 317: the Indiana 
girls' school at Clermont. 322. and the 
Indiana hoys' school at Plainfield, 563. 
The smallest institutions in point of 
population are the village for epilep- 
tics at Newcastle. 179; the woman's 
prison, 141. and the state school for 
the blind. 127. both in Indianapolis, 
and finally the tuberculosis hospital at 
Rockville. 91."

Enjoyed His Trip to Panama 


Very Much, 


STARTED HOME TODAY NOON 


U. 8. Minister to Panama 
Entertains the President. 


Christmas Evening President Porras 


of the Panama Republic Gave a Ball 


. at the National Theater to the Pres- 


ident of the United States, Who Had 
Spent Two Days Looking Over the 
Work Accomplished on the Canal. 


Panama, Dec. 26.—After two busy- 


days inspecting the big ditch and dis- 
cussions with a committee represent- 
ing the Panaman government, Presi- , 
dent Taft, who has enjoyed his trip 
to Panama and the canal immensely, 
spent several hours last night cele- 
brating Christmas day as the guest of 
President Porras. 


Tuesday Mr. Taft and his party in- 


spected the Atlantic division of the 
canal, the new dock at Colon and 
Gatim dam, and were also the guests 
of Colonel Goethals at Culebra. 
The 


president spent a quiet evening at the 
home of Colonel Gcethals. where, it is 
understood, he discussed the forth- 
coming changes in the government of 
the canal zone. 


Christmas morning Mr. Taft and his 


party inspected the Pacific end of the 
canal and the fortifications of the is- 
lands. The president has had a con-' 
lerence with a Panaman committee,! 
and he approved the agreement made 
a year ago between Secretary Boyd of 
Panama and Colonel Goethals relative 
to the transfer of the zone lands on j 
the outskirts of Panama City to the ' 
sovereignty of Panama in exchange 
for rights in Colon bay, which rights .' 
will be use:! in connection with wharf- j 
age purposes. 
This agreement will 


become effective in a short time.

Mr. Taft also found no objection to i 


the establishment of a bank in accord- 
ance with a law passed by the assem- 
bly. He is disposed to extend aid to 
the Panama-David railway in so far as 
facilitating the transportation of ma- 
terial for the canal at a nominal price.

was an abortive attempt on President 
Taft's life is not defiuitelv determined. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 2G.—A great deal 


of his time Christmas day District At- 
torney Miller devoted to showing the 
jury in the dynamiting cases how Or-' 
tie MdManigal had been corroborated 
by all testimony, by hotel' registers 
and by express receipts and signa- 
tures on railroad tickets and by per- 
sonal identifications in the courtroom. 
His address was made while standing 
by a big table on which were piled the 
instruments of crime. Cans once used 
for nitroglycerin, coils of fuse, nearly 
two dozen clocks, carrying cases es- 
pecially built for cans of explosives, 
coils of wire and four infernal ma- 
chines of clocks and batteries wore 
among the articles piled on the table. 
Two of tile clocks ticked merrily away, 
their ultimate use having been to 
serve as evidence in a court of justice, 
instead of turning the key which would 
explode a bomb, the purpose for whicn 
the clocks had been at one time in 
their history intended, according to 
the government's contention. On the 
table lay also the revolvers, once in- 
tended for use in case of interference 
with the dynamiting program. 


As early as 7 o'clock in the morning 


the watchmen at the federal building 
found persons in the corridors outside

courtroom, awaiting entrance. 


This was two hours and a quarter be- 
fore the doors of the district court- 
room were opened.

spectacular and adventurous point of i 
view and the efficacy of the service 
proved under the most perilous condi- 
tions. First the Bulgarian aerial scouts 
familiarized themselves with the-bat- 
tery positions and trenches at Adria no- 
Die, then when the siege bore sorely 
upon the beleaguered city dropped pam- 
phlets printed in Turkish from the 
clouds proclaiming the futility of fur- 
ther resistance anil, showing the wis- 
dom of surrender. 


But the Turks grimly held to the de- 


fense. Then the filers became winged 
carriers, of destruction and death. Out 
of the black void of night they dropped 
pyroxylin bombs, and these added to 
the conflagration caused by steady, ac- 
curate shell fire. The Bulgars had 
thirty aeroplanes in the Maritza valley, 
and the nights were m:\de by profes- 
sional air. men who carried military ob- 
servers. 


Up to the present writing two of the 


sky men have been killed. One fatality 
has been the death of the man who 
made a bad lauding, and the other is 
that of Dr. Jules Coustautiii. a Bul- 
garian aviator, who with his machine 
vas riddled with Turkish bullets.

nett Burleigli. who related iu the Lon- 
don Telegraph some of tlie exploits of 
the aerial craft over Adrianople. 


"A couple of Bulgarian aviators had 


a thrilling experience in a biplane over 
Adrianople," he wrote. "They told me 
they flew purposely at an elevation of 
only about 1.700 yards. 
They could 


see the city and tbe movements of tlie 
Turks in the streets and forts unite 
clearly. The Bulgarian batteries wer» 
heavily shelling the enemy. 


"The Turks proceeded to tire niton 


the aviators, but all the shells burst 
at least Uoti to -430 yards below the 
machine. For half an hour the avia- 
tors Hew about, taking note of every- 
thing. 


"They saw that the Selim mos'ine 


was intact and that most of the other 
important buildings were undamaged. 


"A startling surprise. ho\vever. was 


in store for them. The Turks had sunk 
a gun in a pit and lircd as they pass- 
ed overhead—a bow drawn at a ven- 
,ture. so to speak. 


Missile Burst Above Them. 


"The aviators heard the 'loud hur- 


tling roar of a shell ascending direct- 
ly toward them, and their ears were 
filled with its screech, which drowned 
the noise <if the engine and the hum- 
ming .wires. 
As the missile passed 


upward it burst, but they had by that 
time gone a long distance forward, and 
none of tin- fragment;; came near 
them.

FARMERS' FAIRY GODFATHER. 


Government Wants Expert Who Can 


Tell Them How to Live. 


The department of agriculture has 


announced that it is on the market for 
"one farm architect" who could as- 
sume the duties of an agricultural 
"fairy godfather" to the farmers of 
the country under the direction of the 
bnreau of plant industry. 


The "farm architect" must be capa- 


ble of investigating, in the language 
of the department's specification, "the 
dwelling requirements of farms, farm 
families and household work under 
varying agricultural, climatic and eco- 
nomic conditions." He also must re- 
port on the adaptation of available 
materials and architecture to local re- 
quirements.

tions an;—look into his mind, us it 
were, and read his plans. 


Great In an Emergency. 


"It is also conceivable that in a 


country where means of communica- 
tion are bad dispatches and even mes- 
sengers might be carried by aeroplanes 
when they could not be carried by any 
other means. It is conceivable that in 
some situation of great stress the aero- 
plane might lie used to carry an offi- 
cer to a command that was separated 
by mountains or water and in need of 
a skilled and expert commander. 


"There were many lessons for us in 


the 
Uusso-.lapaiipsL1 war. and there 


will lie many in this war when we 
finally are iu jmwossinn of full and 
accurate information 
of movements 


and can get some idea of the strategy 
of what has been perhaps the shortest 
and must remarkable campaign in his- 
tory." 


Brigadier General .lames Allen, chief 


signal otJiccr of the army, lias already 
platted tilt- entire United States into 
aeroplane districts, with stations at 
fixed points, so that, theoretically, at 
a word, winded observers, may over- 
look every miie of the country. 
"We 


have studied this war from the begin- 
ning with great pains because of the 
use of the aeroplane. 


High Value as Scouts. 


"I think the operations amount to a 


demonstration of the value of aero- 
plane scouting. In connection with 
cavalry the aeroplane is a most impor- 
tant agency in planning movements of 
troops. The information that the mili- 
tary aviator can get of an enemy's po- 
sition and intended movements adds 
vastly to tlie effectiveness of small de- 
tachments of troops, either cavalry or 
infantry, at strategic points. 
I fancy 


the results do not make it entirely 
elear that the aeroplane can be used 
for lighting purposes. 


"The signal corps aviation school at 


College Park. Md.. conducted a few 
experiments in automatic gun tiring 
and dropping of projectiles from aero- 
planes 
An automatic machine' gun 


was tJrt'd from an aeroplane on the 
College Paris field, demonstrating thi> 
possibilities of aeroplanes fur offensive 
warfare. This was the first casi' 
known of the use. of a machine gun 
from heavier than air living machines. 


"Other experiments have been eon- 


ducted there with various signaling 
systems and a device for dropping ex- 
plosives. Later this device was taken 
to En rope, where it won the first prize 
in tlie competition conducted by the 
Frem-li army, the winning record be- 
ing twelve out of fifteen projectiles 
(fifteen pounds each) hitting a target 
sixty feet in diameter from an altitude 
of ("rt! feet: also eight hits out of fif- 
teen on a target 125 by :>7.~> feet from 
an altitude of 2.024 feet."

Postmaster Charles A. Frazee re- 


ceived word

the postmaster 


general that after the fourth of next 
March an important change would 
be instituted in the 
postollice 
de- 


livery system throughout the coun- 
try. 
The letter states that 
nndei 


section 5 of 
an act 
of Congress 


making an appropriation 
for 
the 


service of the postotlic-e, dcpartmen 
for the year ending June 30, 1!)13 
the provision was made to chan'gi 
the time of mail deliveries 
afte 


March 4. 


After the above date 
all 
letter 


carriers in the city service and all 
clerks in the first and second class 
postoffice will not work more than 
eight hours per day. 
And it is fur- 


ther provided that the eight hours 
shall not extend over ten consecu- 
tive hours. 
All schedules of duty 


are ordered to be regulated accord- 
ingly. In emergency eases and when 
it is absolutely necessary the letter 
carriers and the clerks in cities of 
the first and second class can work 
more than eight hours, but shall be 
paid extra in proportion of 
their 


salaries. 


Should Sunday .-er\ice require the 


employment of the carriers on Sim- 
day in city service and clerks in the 
first and second class they shall re- 
ceive compensory time on one of the 
six days following the Sunday when 
the service was performed. 


The order is given for the loca 


postmasters to arrange hours of duty 
at once so that they may become ef- 
fective on March 4. Under the pres- 
ent ararngemeiit the local force goes 
on duty at 7 o'clork in the morning 
and works until 
-ll! o'clock, noon. 


Then they begin at 2 o'clock again 
and W'jrk until li o'clock in the even- 
ing. 
Under the new order the post- 


otlice employe.- will go mi duty at !: 
o'clock in the nioimng 
and 
worl 


until 12 noon. Then they will begin 
at 1 o clock again and work until •"> 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


This Will make the delivery <>f mail 


in the'business section at from S:4."i 
to 9 o'clock in the morning. Post- 
master Frazee says that 
the first 


class mail can he handled first, leav- 
ing the tliinl and fourth classes until 
delivery, in the middle of the day. and 
that, perhaps, that arrangements will 
help matters somewhat. But at any 
rate the morning delivery can not be 
made before 8:l>0 o'clock in the mor- 
ning.
